To  the  Mayor,  Madam  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee,, 

Mr*  Mayor,  Madam  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  for  your  consideration  my 
thirteenth  Annual  Report  on  the  work  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  * 

Like  1959?  I960  was  a satisfactory  one  from  a vital  statistics 
point  of  view.  The  infantile  mortality  was  the  lowest  ever  to  be 
recorded  in  the  Borough ^ in  fact  there  were  only  2 infant  deaths 
during  the  year  out  of  a total  of  223  live  births  and  these  deaths 
occurred  in  the  first  few  hours  of  life.  The  death  rate  at  14.23 
per  thousand  population  is  approximately  the  same  as  this  rate  over 
the  past  3 years  and  still  remains  higher  than  that  of  11.5  for  the 
country  as  a whole*  The  number  of  infectious  diseases  notified 
is  179?  this  figure  being  made  up  practically  entirely  of  patients 
suffering  from  Sonne  Dysentery. 

The  volume  of  work  in  the  Department  has  been  increasing 
steadily  over  the  years  as  new  legislation  has  been  introduced. 

The  Department  is  actively  engaged  in  slum  clearance  and  the  intro- 
duction of  the  Clean  Air  Act  has  also  caused  more  work.  Coupled 
with  this,  the  building  of  a modern  slaughterhouse  in  the  area 
caused  some  embarrassment,  particularly  to  the  work  of  the  Public 
Health  Inspectors*  Because  of  these  factors,  you  decided  to  engage 
extra  staff  and  a part-time  clerical  assistant  was  appointed  in  July. 
In  addition,  later  in  the  year,  it  was  possible  to  appoint  a junior 
trainee  Public  Health  Inspector.  These  staff  additions  have 

helped  the  Department  considerably.  The  Committee  has,  for  many 
years,  employed  2 men,  one  as  a drainman  and  the  other  as  a rodent 
operator*  On  the  retirement  of  one  and  the  resignation  of  the 
other,  you  decided  to  make  one  appointment  only  as  a replacement 
but  at  the  same  time,  you  authorised  the  purchase  of  a small  van. 

I think  that  the  present  system  has  worked  admirably  since  September 
and  it  has  proved  to  be  more  economical. 
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One  of  the  major  problems  of  the  present  time  is  the  care 
of  the  aged  and  I am  pleased  to  be  able  to  record  the  intro- 
duction of  a Meals-on-Wheels  service  to  the  town  in  March, 
through  the  help  of  the  local  W.V.S.,  local  industry  and  the 
council.  At  first,  transport  was  provided  by  one  of  the 
Dukinfield  firms  but  during  the  early  months  of  this  year  it 
was  found  possible  to  purchase  a vehicle  to  be  used  specifically 
by  the  W.V.S.  for  this  purpose. 

In  conclusion,  may  I express  ray  thanks  to  the  Chairman, 
members  of  the  Committee  and  Staff  for  all  the  help  and 
encouragement  they  have  given  me.

PHYSICAL  FEATURES 


Dukinfield  i3  situated  on  the  left  bank  of  the  River 
Tame  which  forms  its  northern  and  western  boundary.  The 
town  itself  is  mainly  situated  on  gradually  sloping  ground 
but  the  eastern  end  of  the  town,  which  is  largely  rural  in 
character,  rises  to  a height  of  700  feet.  The  subsoil 
is  in  some  places  loamy  clay  and  in  others  sandstone  and 
the  outcrop  the  Permian  system.  Underneath,  there  are 
some  coal  measures  but  these  are  not  worked.  The  older 
parts  of  the  town  are  gradually  being  cleared  and  development 
is  taking  place  on  the  higher  ground  to  the  south  east.

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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


The  industries  of  the  town,  like  many  similar  towns  in  the 
northwest  of  the  country,  have  become  more  varied  since  the  last 
war  and  cotton  is  no  longer  the  main  industry.  These  are,  in 
the  main,  engineering,  boilermaking  and  rope  manufacturing,  in 
addition  to  cotton.  Several  small  factories  have  been 

established  in  the  Gate  Street  area,  following  slum  clearance 
in  that  part  of  the  town.  There  is  in  addition  a variety  of 
other  industries  producing  goods  of  modern  type,  such  as  plastics, 
rubber  goods  and  insulating  materials.  A well-known  firm  of 
dispensing  chemists  has  also  established  a branch  in  the  town. 

The  Dukinfield  inhabitant  has  thus  many  and  varied  industries  in 
which  to  seek  employment. 

The  slum  clearance  programme  was  pursued  during  I960.  Two 
areas  were  made  the  subject  of  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders, involving 
a total  of  114  houses.  In  addition  to  this,  36  houses  were 
represented  as  individually  unfit,  making  a total  of  150  houses 
dealt  with  in  twelve  months.  The  department  also  prepared  for 
consideration  a list  of  properties  which  it  was  felt  should  be 
dealt  with  over  the  next  5 years.  There  is  no  doubt  that 
redevelopment  will  have  to  be  seriously  considered  in  relation 
to  the  slum  clearance  programme,  especially  as  the  latter  is 
naturally  confined  to  the  older  parts  of  the  town,  particularly 
those  areas  which  have  been  regarded  as  the  shopping  areas. 

The  powers  given  to  local  authorities  by  the  Housing  Act,  1957? 
are  designed  to  help  them  in  redeveloping  sites  cleared  of  old 
property  for  the  benefit  of  the  inhabitants.  The  setting  up  of  a 
new  Development  Committee  this  year  will  go  a long  way  to  help  to 
co-ordinate  the  slum  clearance  programme  with  house  building 
and  redeveloping  of  the  older  parts  of  the  town  and  act  as  a link 
between  the  Health,  Housing  and  Highways  Departments. 

A survey  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  1936  showed  that 
the  greatest  demand  then  was  for  4-bedroom  accommodation  and  in 
fact,  there  was  some  demand  for  5? 6 & 7 bedrooms.  How  the  family 
pattern  has  changed  can  be  realised  from  information  which  we 
recently  obtained  in  the  Slum  Clearance  Survey,  where  it  was  shown 
that  the  demand  to-day  is  practically  entirely  for  1 & 2 bedrooms. 
This  changing  pattern  is  borne  out  in  the  recent  Census  taken  in 
April,  1961,  from  which  it  appears  that  in  this  Borough,  the  popula- 
tion figure  has  dropped  by  1,133  during  the  last  ten  years,  and 
2,067  since  1931.

The  number  of  live  births  at  223  shows  a 
decrease  on  the  previous  year’s  figure.  The  adjusted 
live  birth  rate  at  12.38  is  also  a reduction  on  last 
year’s  figure  and  represents  a return  to  the  figure 
of  1958.  The  national  figure  far  exceeded  this  at 
17 ®1  per  thousand  population.  Both  these  figures 
are  reflected  in  the  preliminary  Census  returns  for 
1981 5 w hich  sh ow  an  overall  increase  in  population 
in  the  country  but  a reduction  in  industrial  areas 
like  Dukinfield.

The  infant  mortality  shows  a further  fall  to  the 
remarkable  rate  of  8*9 6 per  thousand  live  births  - the 
lowest  figure  ever  to  be  recorded  in  Dukinfieldo  The 
national  statistics  reveal  that  the  rate  has  changed 
very  little  in  recent  years  and  the  graph  is  gradually 
becoming  flattened  out  at  a low  and  healthy  level  * 
Greater  emphasis  is  now  being  placed  on  the  adverse 
factors  affecting  the  child  in  the  period  surrounding 
its  birth  and  statistics  have  been  introduced  in  this 
report  showing  the  mortality  figures  in  this  perinatal 
period c Both  the  deaths  in  babies  this  year  occurred 
w ithin  a few  hours  of  birth.

In  196O5  223  Dukinfield  people  died*  114  males  and 
109  females . The  principal  causes  of  death  are  shown 
in  Table  V0  Heart  disease  this  year  claimed  67 
victims 9 16  fewer  than  1959 • This  represents 

approximately  3 Ojo  of  all  deaths . Chest  conditions 

were  responsible  for  34?  or  15$> of  the  deaths  and  it 
would  be  interesting  to  speculate  on  how  many  of  these 
could  be  attributed  to  the  breathing  of  polluted  air.

The  main  condition  in  this  group  was  Sonne  Dysentery 
which  accounted  for  138  not  if ications  out  of  a total 
of  179 • I would  again  draw  your  attention  to  the 
Whooping  Cough  figures  which  continue  to  remain  low 
and  which  I am  sure  is  because  of  the  immunisation 
campaign  over  the  past  7 years. 

Measles  attacked  only  13  children 9 the  majority 
under  4 years  of  age  and  the  number  of  notifications 
of  pulmonary  and  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  the 
lowest  ever  recorded.

HOUSING 


I am  once  more  indebted  to  Mr.  Wensley,  the  Housing  Manager,  for 
compiling  and  supplying  Table  XIII,  One  hundred  and  six  families  were  re- 
housed in  I960,  the  greatest  proportion  of  these,  48?  being  families  from 
slum  properties.  Three  families  in  which  there  was  a tuberculous  patient 
were  re-housed  and  10  families  were  re-housed  because  a medical  condition 
supported  their  application. 

Last  year,  I commented  on  the  delay  in  certain  instances  of  re-housing 
isolated  tenants  from  slum  properties.  Cases  of  this  type,  usually  aged 
persons,  continued  to  occur  in  i960  as  a result  of  which  eyesores  have  been 
permitted  to  develop  in  the  town.  If  the  maximum  advantage  is  to  be  obtained 
for  the  town,  slum  clearance  must  not  only  rid  the  Borough  of  houses  prejudi- 
cial to  the  health  of  the  tenant,  but  the  prompt  demolition  of  these  proper- 
ties must  also  be  possible  following  re-housing  and  the  cleared  site  used  to 
improve  the  amenities  of  the  area, be  it  by  erecting  new  houses,  improving 
roads,  by  planting  shrubberies  or  gardens,  or  by  turning  over  to  industry  to 
attract  new  factories  or  to  extend  the  old  ones.  Clearing  the  town  of  slums 
is  only  the  beginning  of  a process  designed  primarily  to  improve  the  housing 
standards  in  the  town  and  ending  by  improving  the  town  itself.  Between  these 
two  points  every  Committee  of  the  Council  is  involved,  to  a greater  or  lesser 
extent.  As  I write  this  report,  the  newly  created  Development  Committee  has 
met  to  discuss  the  problems  involved  in  slum  clearance  and  redevelopment  and  I 
think  its  members  will  agree  that  the  discussions  have  been  most  interesting 
and  stimulating.

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MILK  SAMPLING 


Under  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations 9 19 60, 
the  licensing  of  dealers  became  the  responsibility  of  the 
Food  and  Drugs  authority  - in  this  area  the  Cheshire  County 
Council o These  regulations  came  into  force  in  October  and 
since  that  date  the  County  Medical  Officer  has  made  arrange- 
ments for  frequent  testing  of  milk  samples.  The  results  of 
the  tests  are  passed  on  to  me  for  information. 

During  the  year,  this  department  took  9 samples , all  of 
which  were  satisfactory. 

The  Public  Health  Committee  has  always  shown  a great 
interest  in  the  eradication  of  tuberculosis  and  especially  in 
the  cleaning  up  of  milk  supplies.  You  were  particularly 
interested  in  the  coming  into  force  of  the  Tuberculosis 
(Central  England  Eradication  Area)  Order 9 I960  which  became 
operative  on  1st  March  i960.  It  can  now  be  truthfully  said 
that  all  milk  consumed  in  the  Borough  is  free  from  tuberculosis , 
a fact  which  is  reflected  in  the  incidence  of  this  disease  in 
the  town.

PUBLIC  SUBBING  BATHS 


Although  negotiations  are  proceeding  for  the  erection  of 
a public  swimming  Bath  in  the  town,  none  exists  at  the  present 
time.

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REFUSE  COLLECTION,  DISPOSAL  AND  SALVAGE 

At  the  request  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  I append 
below  some  inf O'  mation  regarding  the  refuse  collection  and 
disposal  service  for  the  year  I960. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION 

The  collection  of  refuse  in  the  Borough  varies  from  a 
weekly  to  a nine-da.y  collection,  according  to  the  time  of  the 
year®  The  longer  interval  is  due  in  the  main  to  two  factors  - 
(a)  the  weather  and  (b)  the  type  of  house  now  being  built,  with 
its  large  garden,  garage  and  ornamental  gate.  The  narrow 
width  of  new  roads  is  another  problem  because  two  lorries  have 
difficulty  in  passing  and  turning  around  at  the  circles  at  the 
end.

Provision  of  dustbins 


Prom  1st  April  1959  refuse  bins  have  been  supplied  by  the  Council 
as  replacements  of  existing  domestic  bins9  as  a charge  against  the 
General  Rate  Pundo  During  the  year?  153  bins  were  issued  by  the 
Department.  In  addition.,  32  extra  bins  were  sold  to  firms  and 
private  individuals  for  refuse  purposes.  The  Corporation  bins  are 
now  stamped  with  the  authority’s  initials  which  should  prevent  the 
theft  of  bins  belonging  to  the  Council . Purchase  tax:  is  still  levied 
on  refuse  bins  which  seems  unfair 9 as  a dustbin  is  a necessary  house- 
hold article. 

Privy  Closet 

There  is  still  one  privy  closet  in  use  (at  one  of  the  outlying 
farms)  and  this  is  emptied  annually.  Suggestions  to  the  owner 

about  converting  this  closet  have  not  yet  resulted  in  a fresh  water 
closet  being  provided. 

Pail  Closet 


There  are  10  pail  closets  in  the  Borough  which  is  a reduction 
of  5 from  15  the  previous  year.  These  are  emptied  weekly. 


DISPOSAL 

Refuse  Disposal 

This  is  carried  out  at  Dunkirk  Lane  Tip  by  controlled  tipping 
methods  but  we  are  hampered  by  lack  of  suitable  covering  material 
which  is  encouraging  trespassers  on  the  tip  w ho  disturb  the  face 
and  very  often  cause  fires  - action  then  has  to  be  taken  either  by 
calling  the  Fire  Brigade  or  excavating  the  burning  part.  Also,, 
trespassers  with  vehicles  break  down  the  fence  at  the  rear  and  deposit 
unsightly  loads  of  unwanted  materials.  Some  materials , which  would 
otherwise  set  the  Tip  on  fire9  are  burned  by  us  under  controlled 
conditions.

Tipping  Accommodation 


The  shortage  of  tipping  space  is  causing  the  department 
some  concern  hut  approaches  have  been  made  to  a number  of  firms 
and  one  has  offered  the  use  of  some  land  but  it  will  only  ease 
the  situation  for  a short  time. 


During  the  year,  new  brick  garages  were  constructed  and  they 
are  now  awaiting  painting.  The  surface  in  front  of  them  was 
covered  with  old  asphalt e then  levelled  and  rolled. 

SALVAGE 

There  was  a drop  in  the  amount  of  kitchen  waste  and  metal 
salvaged  during  the  year. 

Waste  Paper

This  is  still  the  main  source  of  revenue  for  the  salvage 
section  but  difficulty  is  experienced  due  to  shopkeepers  and 
others  failing  to  flatten  cardboard  containers  prior  to  putting 
them  out  for  salvage.  This  then  necessitates  the  men  spending 
a considerable  amount  of  time  breaking  up  the  boxes,  time  which 
could  be  spent  emptying  refuse  bins. 

Kitchen  Waste 

The  amount  of  this  has  dropped , due  to  the  kitchen  waste 
from  the  school  canteens  being  collected  by  private  firms , and 
the  removal  of  a number  of  street  waste  bins  after  complaints 
had  been  received.  The  waste  we  collect  is  sold  to  a pigkeeper 
in  the  town  who  sterilises  the  waste  by  boiling  it  before 
feeding  it  to  his  pigs.

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Trade  Refuse  Disposal 


During  the  year,  it  has  been  necessary  to  restrict  the 
tipping  of  trade  refuse  on  the  Tip.  This  action  is  causing 

concern  to  the  business  premises  in  the  Borough  as  there  are 
no  alternative  private  tipping  facilities  for  the  disposal 
of  this  type  of  refuse.  As  these  firms  may  try  to  dispose 
of  the  refuse  within  their  own  premises  by  burning  it,  this  may 
give  rise  to  further  nuisance. 

Collection  of  furniture  and  clearing  of  houses 

Due  to  the  transfer  of  tenants  from  Slum  Clearance  Areas 
and  the  deaths  of  elderly  persons  whose  furniture  is  large  and 
unwanted,  the  department  is  now  being  called  on  more  and  more 
frequently  to  remove  and  dispose  of  larger  items  of  furniture 
than  ever  before.  A few  years  ago,  this  furniture  would  have 
been  sold  to  a second  hand  dealer  but  there  is  now  no  market  for 
these  goods.  The  Salvation  Army  and  other  similar  organisations 
cannot  make  use  of  them,  so  it  has  to  be  collected  and  burned  on 
the  Tip  and  this  can  take  up  a considerable  amount  of  time,  I 
am  of  the  opinion  that  a charge  for  the  removal  of  unwanted  items 
of  furniture  should  be  made  in  all  cases.

I give  below  the  costs  of  the  Public  Cleansing  Department  for  the 
year  1960/61.  These  are  different  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  Costing  Returns  which  are  submitted  by  authorities  with 
populations  of  over  209000o  The  income  from  salvageable  materials 
is  now  credited  to  the  refuse  collection  section  which  consequently 
reduces  the  income  on  the  refuse  disposal  section.  With  this  difference? 
the  figures  are  basically  similar  to  the  Minister's  Costing  Returns. 

The  cost  of  running  the  refuse  collection  and  disposal  service 
amounts  to  approximately  3°60d  per  person  p>er  week?  which  does  not  seem 
to  be  a high  figure  for  such  a vital  service.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee. 

Madam  Chairman , Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  26th  Annual  Report. 

As  in  previous  years,  a considerable  number  of  complaints  ?/as 
recorded  in  the  office.  Three  hundred  and  thirty  consisted  of  blockages 
to  Grains,  147  concerned  general  defects  to  cottage  property,  35  houses 
required  fumigation  either  for  vermin  or  infectious  diseases  and  38  were 
of  a miscellaneous  character,  making  a total  of  550»  In  addition,  120 
complaints  were  made  concerning  rats  and  mice. 

Thirtysix  individually  unfit  dwelling  houses  and  114  dwellinghouses 
in  Clearance  Areas  we re  officially  represented.  The  number  of  dwelling 
houses  demolished  as  unfit  for  human  habitation  was  15o 

Under  the  Rent  Act  1957?  4 applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair 
were  received ^ 3 undertakings  were  given  by  the  landlords  and  in  one  case 
the  work  of  repair  was  carried  out  before  the  Certificate  could  be  issued. 
Fewer  applications  are  received  than  was  at  first  envisaged. 

In  connection  with  the  work  of  the  Department,  4? 360  visits  of 
inspection  and  re-inspection  were  made.  A detailed  list  of  visits  and 
inspections  will  be  found  on  pages  38  and  39  of  the  report. 

There  are  7 public  conveniences  in  the  town  and  all  have  been  modern- 
ised within  the  last  5 years.  In  6 cases , water  closets  and  wash  hand 
basins  have  been  provided  for  ladies , in  addition  to  the  urinals  provided 
for  the  men.  The  remaining  convenience  is  for  males  only.  In  spite  of 
appeals  made  in  Council  and  in  the  local  press , it  is  sad  to  relate  that 
vandalism  still  takes  place.  The  damage  is  senseless  and  benefits  no 
one.  The  local  authority  is  prepared  to  take  action  against  any  person 
causing  damage  and  I would  again  appeal  to  the  public  to  treat  the 
facilities  provided  with  the  respect  which  they  deserve. 

During  the  year?  a survey  of  all  petroleum  installations  was  carried 
out  in  conjunction  with  the  local  Fire  Prevention  Officers,  Sixty  three 
visits  of  inspection  and  re-inspection  were  made  and  where  necessary, 
instruction  and  advice  wasgiven  to  bring  installations  in  line  with  the 
Petroleum  (Consolidation)  Act,  1928.  The  licensing  of  installations  is 
now  carried  out  by  this  Deioartment . 

Under  the  Factories  Act,  1937?  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire  was 
taken  over  by  the  Fire  Prevention  Officers  of  the  Cheshire  County  Council. 
In  previous  years,  the  Fire  Prevention  Officers  have  assisted  the  Public 
Health  Inspectors  during  visits  of  inspection  and  their  help  and  advice 
has  been  very  much  appreciated. 
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Slaughterhouses  and  meat  inspection  accounted  for  440  visits c When 
the  new  slaughterhouse  belonging  to  Messrs.  Fieldhouse  and  Coop  Limited 
in  Furnace  Street  was  opened  in  September*  production  was  stepped  up. 

It  has  been  necessary  for  your  meat  inspectors  to  do  quite  a considerable 
amount  of  overtime  and  this  is  usually  done  on  Sunday  afternoons  or  early 
morning  during  peak  killing  periods . A detailed  account  concerning 
slaughterhouses  and  meat  inspection  will  be  found  later  in  the  report. 

Under  the  Clean  Air  Act *19569  13  smoke  observations  were  carried  out. 
Two  Smoke  Control  Areas  were  designated  but  confirmation  was  not  received 
in  the  year  under  review.  Both  areas  are  on  land  for  redevelopment. 
During  1961*  work  was  commenced  on  the  inspection  of  the  first  major  Smoke 
Control  Area  in  the  Borough.  This  will  involve  approximately  7 00  houses 
and  each  dwelling  will  have  to  be  inspected*  types  of  fireplace  being 
noted.  In  about  50$  of  the  houses  which  have  been  inspected*  it  is 
noticed  that  they  are  provided  with  approved  appliances  which  will  be 
suitable  for  the  burning  of  smokeless  fuels. 

In  1959?  the  local  authority  very  wisely  agreed  to  borrow  money  for 
waste  water  closet  conversions.  At  that  time*  a limit  of'  £300  in  £8  grants 
was  agreed  to 5 however*  this  limit  has  been  dispensed  with  and  owner 
occupiers  and  owners  of  property  are  now  encouraged  to  apply  for  these 
grants  without  limit,  during  i960*  91  conversions  were  carried  out  as 
against  66  in  1955  and  42  in  1958?  yet  over  800  waste  water  closets  remain. 

The  number  of  applications  for  Standard  Grants  for  provision  of 
bathrooms*  internal  fresh  w ater  closets*  wash  hand  basins*  hot  v/ater 
supply  and  ventilated  food  cupboards  was  23?  and  the  number  of  completions 
was  26.  These  grants  enable  owner  occupiers  of  good  cottage  property  to 
bring  their  dwellings  up  to  present  day  standards. 

Mr.  A.  Handley*  the  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector  was  appointed 
as  Officer  to  make  the  necessary  inspections  under  the  Oil  Burners 
(Standards)  Act*  i960.  This  Act  provides  safety  standards  and  instruc- 
tions for  use  of  oil  heaters*  prohibits  the  use  of  heaters  and  component 
parts  which  do  not  comply  with  the  Regulations*  and  provides  also  for  the 
inspection  and  testing  of  oil  heaters  and  component  parts. 

In  conclusion*  may  I thank  Councillor  Mrs.  L.  Senior  (Chairman  of 
the  Health  Committee)*  Alderman  W.  Andrew  (Deputy  Chairman)  and  the 
lady  and  gentlemen  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  support.  Also  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  (Dr. T. Holme) * for  advice  and  guidance*  Mr.  A. 
Handley  (Additional  Public  Health  Inspector)  for  co-operation  in  the 
smooth  running  of  the  Department  and  Miss  E.  Heaton  for  loyal  service  and 
eff iciency .

DRAINAGE  AND  DISINFESTATION 


During  the  year*  Mr*  W*  Arrundale  who  was  employed  by  this 
Department 9 retired  after  29  years’  service*  In  September*  he 
was  replaced  by  Mr.  H*  Bowers*  who  took  over  duties  as  drainman 
and  rodent  operator*  A van  was  purchased  to  help  in  the  work 
of  the  department  and  this  purchase  has  been  found  to  be  most 
beneficial  as  much  travelling  time  has  been  saved*  In  addition 
to  rodent  control*  the  work  of  the  drainman  consists  of  cleansing 
public  conveniences*  releasing  blocked  house  gullies*  house 
drains  and  water  closets(fresh  water  and  waste  water)*  disin- 
fection of  rooms  for  infectious  diseases  (when  necessary)  and  the 
disinfestation  of  verminous  premises.  I should  like  to  make  it 
quite  clear  that  ’’verminous  premises7’  does  not  mean  that  they  are 
infested  with  bed  bugs*  It  is  very  rare  that  bed  bugs  are  found 
these  days*  due  in  no  small  measure  to  the  demolition  of  old* 
insanitary  dwellings  and  the  continued  use  of  D*D*T*  and  Gammexane 
preparations*  The  infestations  mainly  consist  of  minor  infesta- 
tions of  cockroaches  and  these  are  dealt  with  by  either  D.D*T*  or 
Gammexane  preparations* 

Where  it  is  found  to  be  possible  for  house  drains*  gullies 
and  water  closets  to  be  released  by  plunging*  it  has  been  the 
policy  of  this  local  authority  for  a considerable  number  of  years* 
to  provide  a free  service*  The  same  policy  applies  to  disinfection 
and  disinfestation  of  house  property.  A charge  is  made  for 
business  premises*  Disinfectants  and  D*D*T*  preparations  are 
sold  at  a nominal  cost  but  old  age  pensioners  are  allowed  disinfectant 
free*  on  production  of  pension  books* 

Over  800  waste  water  closets  still  exist  in  the  town.  The  number

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MEAT  AND  POOD  INSPECTION 


Food  Shops 

The  Pood  Hygiene  Regulations  1955?  came  into  force  during  the 
year  1956  and  a considerable  number  of  visits  has  been  paid  to 
premises  in  connection  with  these  Regulations . kittle  difficulty 
is  experienced  in  dealing  with  premises  used  solely  for  the  food 
trade  and  on  the  whole,  food  traders  are  very  co-operative.  Two 
fish  mongers  with  open  fronted  shops  have  now  provided  glass 
screenings  to  protect  the  fish  from  dust  and  filth  blown  about 
from  the  street  and  in  one  case,  a refrigerated  counter  has  been 
provided.  In  nearly  all  cases  where  food,  other  than  fish,  is 
sold  it  is  becoming  the  rule  rather  than  the  exception  for  either 
electric  refrigerators  or  counter  display  refrigerators  to  be 
provided.  At  the  majority  of  shops  it  is  now  possible  to  obtain 
supplies  of  frozen  foods,  i.e,  vegetables,  fruit,  meats,  etc. 

Three  self  service  grocery  shops  operate  in  the  town  and 
their  premises  are  kept  in  a very  clean  an'  attractive  condition. 

Two  hundred  and  sixty  eight  visits  have  been  paid  to  food  shops 
and  food  preparing  premises  and  3 notices  have  been  complied  with. 

All  milk  sold  is  now  bottled  and  it  is  impossible  for  milk 
to  gain  external  contamination  during  delivery  as  the  open  milk 
churn  is  a thing  of  the  past.  All  milk  sold  is  either  Tuberculin 
Tested,  Pasteurised  or  Sterilised.  Registration  of  milk  shops 
is  now  carried  out  by  theCheshire  County  Council.

With  the  introduction  of  the  Slaughterhouses  Act,  1958 , it  was  obvious 
that  both  slaughterhouses  would  have  to  be  brought  up  to  date  to  comply 
with  the  Act  and  during  the  year,  alterations  were  commenced  at the  Alma 
Street  slaughterhouse  and  will  be  completed  during  1961.  A summary  of  the

The  new  slaughterhouse  built  by  Messrs . Fieldhousc  and  Coop  Limited 
situated  in  Furnace  Street,  was  opened  in  September  i960.  The  approximate 
total  area  of  the  site  is  3j200  square  yards . It  possesses  a covered  lairage 
of  1,680  square  feet,  a slaughterhall  of  1,824  square  feet,  and  a hanging 
room  of  2,288  square  feet,  a large  refrigerator  and  cold  stores  of  approximately 
528  square  feet,  as  well  as  an  offal  room,  gut  room,  and  condemned  meat  room. 

The  slaughterhall  and  hanging  room  is  well  lighted  both  naturally  and 
artificially.  The  walls  are  of  cream  glazed  bricks  and  the  floor  is  of  non- 
slip terra  cotta  tiles,  A stunning  pen  is  provided  for  the  slaughter  of 
cattle.  Sheep  and  pigs  are  stunned  electrically  and  are  killed  in  a separate 
bay,  A de-hairing  machine  has  been  installed  for  pigs 5 blood  baths  with 
running  water  are  provided  for  cattle,  sheep  and  pigs,  and  cattle  are  chined 
by  means  of  electric  saws,  A steriliser  is  provided  for  the  sterilisation  of 
knives  and  instruments. 

An  office  is  provided  for  the  Meat  Inspectors.  Wash  hand  basins  are 
installed  both  in  the  slaughterhall  and  Meat  Inspectors’  Office.  The 
slaughtermen  are  well  catered  for.  In  addition  to  a Mess  Room,  there  is  a 
Changing  Room  with  wash  basins,  lockers,  WC  accommodation  and  shower  baths, 
with  a plentiful  supply  of  hot  and  cold  water. 

When  the  alterations  are  completed  at  the  Alma  Street  slaughterhouse, 
both  premises  will  comply  with  the  Slaughterhouses  Act. 
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At  both  slaughterhouses ? every  facility  has  been  given  to  the  meat 
inspectors  though  it  is  unfortunate  that  it  is  necessary  to  carry  out 
inspection  of  moat  on  Sundays ? early  mornings  and  at  times  on  Bank  and 
other  holidays o During  peak  killing?  a Sunday  inspection  can  take  from 
3 to  4 hours.  Early  morning  inspections  usually  commence  at  7 sum. 
During  the  year  a considerable  amount  of  overtime  has  had  to  be  worked. 
Both  inspectors  take  their  share  of  meat  inspection. 

During  the  year?  440  visits  were  made  to  the  slaughterhouses  as 
against  455  visits  in  1959»  4?415  cattle  excluding  cows?  3? 352  cows? 

18  calves?  39? 378  sheep  and  lambs  and  2? 419  pigs  were  inspected.  Last 
year?  the  figures  were  3?

On  the  1st  October  I960?  the  Tuberculosis  (England  and  Wales 
Attested  Area)  Order  of  i960  came  into  operation.  It  declared  the 
whole  of  England  and  Wales,  subject  to  exceptions  specified  in  the 
Orders?  to  be  an  Attested  Area.  This  and  previous  Orders  have 
caused  a dramatic  decline  in  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis  in 
cattle.  It  is  not  many  years  ago  since  4O70  of  cows  were  affected 
with  tuberculosis  in  some  form.  During  the  year?  only  3 whole 
cow  carcases  were  wholly  condemned  as  being  affected  with  tuber- 
culosis? the  percentage  of  the  number  of  cows  killed  and  inspected 
being  35 0.

Swine  Fever  Order,  1938 

It  was  not  necessary  to  serve  any  notices  during  the  year.  There 
were  no  cases  of  Swine  Fever  or  suspected  Swine  Fever.  On  1st  July 
a portion  of  Lancashire  was  declared  an  Infected  Area,  which  continued 
until  8th  September  and  as  a result  of  this,  28  licences  authorising 
the  movement  of  swine  had  to  be  issued. 


Foot-and-Mouth  Disease  Order,  1938 

No  case  of  Foot -and -Mouth  disease  was  reported  in  Dukinfield 
during  the  year.  In  December  of  1959?  Dukinfield  was  included  in 
a Foot -and -Mouth  Disease  Infected  Area  and  as  a result  of  this,  7 8 
licences  for  the  movement  of  cattle,  sheep  and  pigs  were  issued. 
These  licences  were  additional  to  the  28  licences  issued  under  the 
Swine  Fever  Order.  Dukinfield  was  released  from  restrictions  on 
11th  December,  i960. 


Diseases  of  Animals  (Paste  Foods)  Order,  1957 

Thirty  sterilising  plants  have  been  licensed  under  this  Order. 
Most  plants  are  owned  by  small  stock  keepers  and  only  reasonably 
small  amounts  of  kitchen  waste  are  treated.

Rodent  Control 


One  rodent  operator  is  employed  by  the  local  authority. 
A regular  inspection  of  the  district  is  made  and  treatment

not  found  necessary  to  take  any  legal  proceedings  during  the 
year.

Dukinfield  Welfare  Centre 

There  are  no  dramatic  observations  to  make  on  the  work  at  this  clinic. 
There  was  a fall  in  the  number  of  attendances  when  compared  with  1959  but 
even  so  3*692  have  been  recorded*  When  one  reflects  that  on  each  of  these 
visits  a problem  was  discussed  with  either  the  health  visitor  or  doctor  one 
appreciates  how  much  anxiety  has  been  eased  and  how  much  advice  given  on 
preventive  health  measures  at  this  one  clinic  alone . The  medical  work  of 
the  clinic  is  shared  between  General  Practitioners  and  County  staff  - an 
arrangement  which  has  proved  most  satisfactory  from  every  point  of  view*, 

It  has  been  stated  that  this  type  of  clinic  has  had  its  day  and  that  our 
efforts  should  be  directed  along  other  more  profitable  channels.  I would 
disagree  whole  heartedly  with  sentiment  because  I am  convinced  that  many 
mothers  from  all  walks  of  life  derive  immense  comfort  when  they  are  able  to 
discuss  their  problems  with  members  of  the  clinic  staff*  This  state  of  mind 
is  reflected  in  a more  contented  baby*  a happier  household  and  a healtheir 
and  fuller  family  life* 

The  health  education  talks  and  mothorcraft  classes  continued  during 
the  year. 

The  male  cleaner  resigned  in  October  and  was  replaced  by  a non  resident 
As  a result  more  accommodation  is  now  available  and  the  Committee  proposes 
to  use  this  and  relieve  the  congestion  in  the  room  shared  by  the  Dental 
Officer*  Ophthalmologist  and  EoNoTo  Consultant* 
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Mechanics*  Institute 


The  comments  on  the  Dukinfield  Welfare  Centre  apply  equally  to 
Stalybridge*  In  all  3?302  visits  were  made  and  there  were  255  new  cases 
under  one  year  of  age*  I commented  in  my  last  report  on  the  difficulties 
created  in  the  clinic  by  the  presence  above  of  senior  boys  and  girls  from 
St*  Peter's  School * I am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  situation 
was  saved  in  September  when  the  older  children  were  replaced  by  classes 
of  a more  tender  age*  Peace  now  prevails  and  I am  most  grateful  to  St* 
Peter’s  for  effecting  the  exchange* 

The  eventual  fate  of  the  clinic  was  decided  during  the  year  when 
the  Committee  agreed  on  an  alternative  site  on  which  it  is  proposed  to 
build  a new  Divisional  Office  and  Clinic*  Although  I regret  to  say  that 
work  has  not  yet  begun  it  is  hoped  that  the  delay  in  starting  will  not  be 
a long  one* 

Miss  Mo  E*  Mackenzie  took  up  her  duties  as  a health  visitor  in  July 
and  became  responsible  for  Dukinfield  Ward® 

Mil lb rook 

There  was  an  increase  both  in  attendances  and  in  children  attending 
during  the  year  under  review*  It  is  hoped  that  this  indicates  that  the  drop 
in  last  year's  figures  was  not  significant* 

Voluntary  Workers 

Once  again  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  and  the  nursing  staff  I would 
like  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  and  appreciation  for  the  work  so  willingly 
and  cheerfully  given  at  the  Dukinfield 9 Stalybridge  and  Millbrook  clinics  by 
the  voluntary  workers  during  the  year* 


General 


Last  year  comment  wa.s  made  on  the  difficulties  being  experienced  by 
Stalybridge  children  in  obtaining  dental  treatment  because  the  clinic  in 
Market  Street  had  been  demolished*  As  a temporary  measure  the  Dental  Officer 
moved  to  the  Dukinfield  Clinic  but  this  was  most  unsatisfactory  from  every 
point  of  view  - staff  and  children  alike*  It  was  therefore  with  a sense  of 
relief  that  we  hea,rd  of  the  offer  by  Stalybridge  Corporation  to  lease  us 
rooms  in  20  9 Stamford  Street*  These  had  been  used  by  a private  dentist  for 
many  years  and  after  minor  modifications  were  taken  over  by  us  in  December* 

I am  glad  to  say  that  attendances  are  once  more  beginning  to  rise  and  the 
children  and  parents  have  much  less  distances  to  travel*  The  bulk  of  the 
work  carried  out  is  on  school  children 9 the  figures  in  this  report  refer 
only  to  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  children  under  five*  It  may  be 
appropriate  here  for  me  to  comment  on  the  dental  state  in  the  two  boroughs* 
Figures  are  difficult  to  obtain  but  I am  appalled  at  the  amount  of  dental 
caries  and  pyorrhoea  in  the  workmen  whom  I examine  for  the  sickness  pay  and 
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superannuation.  Almost  every  examinee  is  either  edentulous  or  suffering 
from  some  form  of  dental  disease.  I cannot  stress  too  strongly  the  use  of 
a recommended  toothpaste  and  toothbrush  from  babyhood. 

I regret  to  have  to  report  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  I Hollar  in  August, 
I960  after  several  years  during  which  she  was  responsible  for  the  extra  work 
caused  by  the  polio  immunisation  campaign  and  the  B.CoGo  immunisation  in 
school  children  and  contacts.  I would  like  to  record  my  appreciation  of  her 
services  and  welcome  her  successor,  Mrs.  J.  Addy  who  was  appointed  in 
September. 


The  total  livebirths  increased  during  i960  and  the  number  of  still- 
births was  reduced  to  8 from  13  the  year  before.  The  percentage  of  births 
which  took  place  in  hospital  was  66^>  the  same  as  the  previous  year.

The  average  cost  per  child/day  for  the  year  1959/60  increased  to 
15/8-|d  against  the  County  figure  of  14/9^°  A study  of  the  average 
attendance  gives  a clue  to  one  of  the  reasons  for  this  state  of  affairs® 
We  had  a high  cost  per  child/day  in  1957/58  when  the  average  attendance 
was  82 % compared  with  the  County  90%  and  we  had  an  average  attendance 
during  the  year  under  review  of  85%  against  89%  in  the  County®  Another 
factor  brought  out  by  the  County  Treasurer  is  that  of  staff  which  has 
changed  very  little  so  that  most  of  its  members  are  on  the  top  of  their 
salary  scales 0 

The  matron  was  absent  through  sickness  for  several  months  of  the 
year®  Mrs.  Bell  has  been  in  charge  of  the  nursery  since  it  was  first 
opened  and  this  was  her  only  sick  leave . I am  glad  to  say  that  she  has 
made  an  excellent  recovery  and  extend  to  her  our  good  wishes  for  the 
future  ®

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  number  of  children  protected  against 
diphtheria  increased  from  573  to  834  in  1961°  This  increase  is  reflected 
in  the  General  Practitioner  figure  as  well  as  in  the  numbers  immunised  at 
the  clinics  or  in  schools*  At  present  the  number  of  children  under  15 
years  of  age  who  are  fully  protected  is  3 6^  - a low  figure « The  number 
partially  protected  however  is  78 The  reason  for  this  gap  is  the  poor  respor: 
by  those  born  in  the  years  1946  - 1950  when  only  475  children  responded 
to  an  appeal  for  the  booster  dose, 

P oliomyelitis  Immunisation 


The  work  of  poliomyelitis  prevention  continued  in  I960  and  although 
‘it  was  not  so  arduous  as  in  1959  nevertheless  over  5?000  injections  were 
given  along  with  the  necessary  preparatory  work  and  completion  of  record 
and  appointment  cards • Evening  clinics  and  Saturday  morning  sessions  for 
adults  were  continued  and  in  all  twelve  such  sessions  were  heldo  I would 
draw  your  attention  to  the  estimated  numbers  protected  - approximately 
32^o  This  figure  is  comparable  with  that  for  diphtheria.  Recent  outbreaks 
of  poliomyelitis  and  diphtheria  have  shown  that  although  we  have  a powerful 
weapon  in  our  hands  for  the  prevention  of  these  diseases  if  it  is  not  used 
enough  then  cases  will  undoubtedly  occur  and  I do  strongly  recommend  the 
public  to  take  advantage  of  the  Local  Authority  Clinics  or  the  services 
of  their  own  General  Practitioners  and  present  themselves  for  immunisation,

Bo  Co  Go  Vaccination 

The  effectiveness  of  BoC.G,  vaccination  in  the 
individual  against  tuberculosis  is  now  recognised  by 
the  policy  first  advocated  by  this  Committee  in  1954 
vindicated o 

Of  recent  years,  vaccination  has  been  offered  to  babies  born  in  the 
Ashton  General  Hospital  - a step  to  be  welcomed  but  I would  point  out  that 
apart  from  St,  Mary’s  Hospital,  Manchester  this  advantage  is  unfortunately 
not  shared  by  those  babies  born  elsewhere,  8l  vaccinations  have  been 
notified  to  me  by  the  Hospital  compared  with  37  the  year  before. 

During  I960  we  continued  to  take  part  in  an  investigation  into  new 
methods  of  vaccination  along  with  three  other  divisions  and  the  Department 
of  Child  Health,  Manchester  University,  The  work  proved  to  be  interesting 
and  stimulating  in  spite  of  the  extra  burden  to  the  staff.  It  will  be

from  mental  illness,,  The  coming  into  operation  of  the  principal  sections 
of  the  Mental  Health  Act  in  November  represents  the  logical  outcome  of  a 
process  of  developmental  thought  which  considers  that  the  treatment  of 
this  form  of  illness  should  be  no  different  as  far  as  the  patient  is 
concerned  from  any  of  the  somatic  diseases . The  implications  of  the  Act 
will  place  a heavy  burden  on  Local  Health  Authorities  but  this  appears  to 
have  been  borne  centrally  as  far  as  Cheshire  is  concerned  and  the 
Divisional  Committees  have  not  been  invited  to  share  any  responsibility *
